Long before the appearance of 
the human race, nature provided 
for the western himisphere in sin­ 
gle corn plant and somewhere in 
the hills or plateaus of the 
Am­ 
erican tropics brought the

Botanically 
we 
term the plant maize 
or 
Indian 
corn. 
To the 
American, 
the 
word 
“co. 
’ has but one meaning. But 
in Europe the various small grains 
—wheat, oats, 
barley, 
rye—are 
called corn. 
Season after season, the 
plant 
grew and extended its 
domains. 
Man began to notice that 
young 
plants would make their appear­ 
ance where seeds had been drop­ 
ped accidentally. Then man learn­ 
ed to bury a few seeds where he 
wished new plants to be, and soon 
progress became more rapid. In 
due time, knowledge as to 
the 
seasons, the methods of preparing 
the soil, planting and 
cultivation 
made its way. 
Indian legends tell of the intro­ 
duction of maize

from 
tribes in the general direction of 
Central America.

myth of the Mayas of the forested 
foothills of Yucatan and Central 
America tells how certain earthly 
deities gave to the barbarian tribes 
the seed of maize and taught them 
its culture and use.

Corn was taken 
to

Spanish explorers and upon recog- ! 
nition of the plant’s usefulness was 
distributed to Italy, France, Ger­ 
many and other European coun­ 
tries. 
The Portuguese distributed 
the plant along the coast of Afri­ 
ca. 
Authorities state that the maize 
plant was the economic stepping 
stone of the colonists in temperate 
North America. 
It was 
also 
to 
be the banner of the 
immigrant 
into the Mississippi valley. 
The maize area most influential 
in the early colonization and de- 


velopment of America comprised 
all portions of the United States 
east of the arid plains region. In 
some places it extended as far as 
50 miles into Canada. 
In 1610 the colonists 
had

acres of maize under cultivation. 
By 1664 they had a hardy 
crop 
and exported 600 
bushels 
that 
year.

Spain, 
Portugal, France, Germany, China, 
Japan, Australia, and the Philip­ 
pines. 
It remains the chief crop of the 
United States, and each year the 
nation produces three 
times 
as 
much corn as all other countries 
together. 
The aim of 
producing 
merely 
more corn was indefinite and gave 
way to attempt to reach definite 
ideals of 
perfection 
co-incident 
with high yields. 
Many methods 
have been employed in the attain­ 
ment of these results. 
In recent 
years, the principles of 
genetics 
have been applied. 
Maize is susceptible to the 
im­ 
proving influence of hybridization 
(interbreeding) and selection. Re­ 
garding the latter, farmers are in­ 
debted to it for the most of the 
progress so far. Agriculturists de­ 
clare that hybridization will play 
the major role in the future. 
The improvement of corn doubt­ 
less had its beginning in the 
al­ 
most unconscious choice at plant­ 
ing time of the best ears from the 
depleted store left over from the 
previous 
year’s 
crop. 
Farmers 
with foresight selected their seed 
earlier, resulting in the selections 
being made in the fields at or be­ 
fore harvest time.

Sol Smith Russell, M issouri-born 
comedian who dissem inated “h a p ­ 
piness” on the Am erican stage in 
the 1890’s, forced even his sever­ 
est critics to recognize him as a 
great entertainer. 
Success, pop­ 
ularity, and w ealth cam e to him, 
how ever, only after he had served 
a long apprenticeship with travel­ 
ing troupes in the middle west and 
wdth theatrical companies in New 
York and Boston. 
Sol Smith Russell, nephew of 
the great actor and manager, Sol 
Smith, was born at Brunswick, in 
Chariton county, Missouri, on Ju n e 
15, 1848, ninety-one years ago this 
week. 
During his boyhood and 
early youth he lived with his p ar­ 
ents at Jacksonville, Illinois, and 
St. Louis, but with the outbreak 
of the Civil W ar 
he 
ran 
aw ay 
from home and becam e for sever­ 
al months a drum m er boy with a 
regim ent of Union soldiers. 
Be­ 
cause he was too young to enlist 
he left the arm y 
and 
went 
to 
Cairo, Illinois, w here he joined a 
stock com pany 
playing 
at 
the 
Defiance theater. 
Here he began 
his professional career by play­ 
ing m inor roles, singing between 
acts, and playing drum s 
in 
the 
orchestra. 
This opening engagem ent struck 
the keynote of 
his 
career. 
He 
had the unusual ability to turn 
his mind, his hands, and his agile 
body to 
almost 
anything 
that 
would entertain an audience. Soon 
thereafter he began singing and 
acting with a traveling troupe ap ­ 
pearing at De B ar’s theater in St. 
Louis in 1865. 
He joined the Peak 
family of bell ringers and in 1868 
the Berger family, giving character

popular the latter group advertised

Long before the appearance 
of 
the human race, nature provided 
for the western him isphere in sin­ 
gle corn plant and somewhere in 
the hills or plateaus of the 
Am­ 
erican tropics brought the 
plant 
into 
existence. 
Botanically 
we 
term the plant maize 
or 
Indian 
corn. 
To the 
American, 
the 
word 
“corn” has but one meaning. But 
in Europe the various small grains 
—wheat, oats, 
barley, 
rye—are 
called corn. 
Season after season, the 
plant 
grew and extended its 
domains. 
Man began to notice that 
young 
plants would make their appear­ 
ance where seeds had been drop­ 
ped accidentally. Then man learn­ 
ed to bury a few seeds where he 
wished new plants to be, and soon 
progress became more rapid. In 
due time, knowledge as to 
the 
seasons, the methods of preparing 
the soil, planting and 
cultivation 
made its way. 
Indian legends tell of the intro­ 
duction of maize 
culture 
from 
tribes in the general direction of 
Central America. 
One 
popular 
myth of the Mayas of the forested 
foothills of Yucatan and Central 
America tells how certain earthly 
deities gave to the barbarian tribes 
the seed of maize and taught them 
its culture and use. 
The American 
origin 
of 
the 
plant is seldom questioned today. 
The high degree of maize culture 
practiced in Mexico and Peru has 
led some to consider 
a 
double 
origin of the plant—one strain be­ 
ing propagated in North America 
and the other in South America. 
But almost everyone 
who 
has 
studied maize agrees that the ori­ 
ginal home of corn is in southern 
Mexico. 
It is also agreed that the 
common ancestor of 
the 
maize 
plant was probably a herbaceous 
perennial. 
The Indian cultivation of maize 
became 
widespread. 
The 
early 
explorers to the new world look­ 
ed with wonder upon the plant. By 
the close of the fifteenth century, 
the cultivation of maize had be­ 
come extensive frorri the gulf 
of 
St. Lawrence and the Dakotas far 
down into Chili and 
Argentina. 
But the plant was most success­ 
fully grown in the fortieth 
par­ 
allels. 
Peru and Mexico had 
become 
the most 
advanced 
agriculture 
seats. 
The highlands of 
eastern 
Brazil and the northern coast of 
South America had 
a 
nomadic 
populat on which depended upon 
maize for a part of its subsistence. 
When Columbus reach the West 
Indies, he found maize grown by 
the Indians. 
In writing to Ferdi­ 
nand and Isabella in 1493 he m en­ 
tioned corn fields. 
All evidence 
points to the fact that maize was 
unknown to the old world before 
Columbus found it growing. 
De Soto found large fields 
of 
maize in Florida in 1575. 
In 1580 
La Salle noted large supplies of it 
in the section now known as Illi­ 
nois. 
But Columbus played a part in 
the early considerations 
of 
the 
new plant. 
He caused the adop­ 
tion of the native name in many 
dialects. 
From 
this 
came 
the 
modern word “maize.” 
Corn was taken 
to 
spain 
by 
Spanish explorers and upon recog­ 
nition of the plant’s usefulness was 
distributed to Italy, France, G er­ 
many and other European coun­ 
tries. 
The Portuguese distributed 
the plant along the coast of Afri­ 
ca. 
Authorities state that the maize 
plant was the economic stepping 
stone of the colonists in tem perate 
North America. 
It was 
also 
to 
be the banner of the 
immigrant 
into the Mississippi valley. 
The maize area most influential 
in the early colonization and de­ 


velopment of America comprised 
all portions of the United States 
east of the arid plains region. In 
some places it extended as far as 
50 miles into Canada. 
In 1610 the colonists 
had 
30 
acres of maize under cultivation. 
By 1664 they had a hardy 
crop 
and exported 600 
bushels 
that 
year. 
Watching the 
cultivation 
by 
the Indian, 
the 
white 
settlers 
realized that 
to 
m aintain 
the 
standard of a crop, breeding the 
maize was necessary. 
The com­ 
parative ease with which the crop 
could be grown at first elim inated 
the spur of necessity, and It re­ 
mained for the closing year of the 
last century to convince civilized j 
man of the necessity of applying 
scientific knowledge to the breed­ 
ing. 
Up to the present time, all m eth­ 
ods of civilized agriculture have 
failed to do more than 
indicate 
the general trend of evolution in 
the plant. 
Throughout 
history, 
the breeding of maize has 
done 
little more than to 
elim inate 
a 
few superfluous organs and con­ 
centrate the fruit into one or onlv 
a few ears. The elements of spec­ 
ialization are said to be a 
con­ 
tinuation of the process that na­ 
ture and the Indian 
have 
been 
promoting for centuries. 
Today 
maize 
is 
extensively

Ye rs ago the kraft paper in­ 
dustry started to come into the 
South, m anufacturing dark w rap ­ 
ping paper and m aterial for box­ 
es.

e r—could be m ade from Southern 
pine. 
Before that, it was believed 
that only N orthern spruce and fir 
was suitable—th at pine had too 
much resin in it. 
Now a plant to make new sprint 
paper is to be built 
at 
Lufkin, 
Tex. It is predicted that 
others 
will follow. 
A vast m arket for new sprint 
paper from Southern pines exists 
in this country, for 
at 
present 
about 75 per cent of this kind of 
paper is im ported largely 
from 
Canada. 
We paid Canada almost 
$11,000,000 for paper in 1937. 
A nd so from the wasp m an got 
an idea which already yields the 
South a substantial income 
and 
w hich m ay well dot its pine lands 
over with a hum m ing, 
w ealth- 
building industry.
